Fall  or  Everbearing  Strawberries. 


SUPERB — It  makes  larg*e,  beautiful, 
vigorous  and  thrift}7-  plants  and  about 
enough  for  a good  fruiting  row  The  plants 
resemble  Glen  Mary  for  size.  The  fruit  is 
medium  to  large  and  very  attractive.  This 
variety  does  not  bear  so  heavily  on  the  first 
season  runners  as  Progressives,  but  mostly 
from  the  mother  plants,  so  it  does  well  in 
hills.  The  fruit  is  of  excellent  quality  and 
can  be  shipped  a long  distance.

They  have 
long,  fine  matted  root's,  which  en- 
able them  to  stand  severe 
droughts.  The  fruit  is  very  large 
and  the  color  a,  deep  glossy  red. 

LADY  THOMPSON  (per.)— This 
berry  does  not  fear  competition  be- 
ing early  and  very  large.

GANDY  (per.) — A large  late  berry 
firm  and  good.

The 
plant  is  of  sturdy  character. 

CRESCENT  (imp.) — -Very  prolific. 
Succeeds  everywhere.  It’s  'so  wTell 
known  it  needs  no  description. 

EXCELSIOR  (per.) — The  plant  is 
a healthy  and  thrifty  grower, fruit 
large  and  a heavy  bearer.  It  i's  one 
of  the  best  early  varieties. 

JOHNSON’S  EARLY  (per.)—  One 
of  the  earliest  varieties,  conicai  in 
shape  and  of  excellent  quality.

It 
resembles  the  Warfield  in  size 
and  color,  ripens  at  the  same  time 
and  remains  in  bearing  longer. 
When  canned  it’s  one  of  the  rich- 
est varieties  known.  To  produce  a 


full  crop  it  needs  no  other  varie- 
ty planted  with  it.  It  stands  today 
the  leading  market  berry  among  all 
the  fruit  growers.  Large  straw- 
berry growers  are  planting  heavily 
to  Dunlap,  often  planting  ten  to 
twenty  acres  solid  to  this  variety, 
which  goes  to  show  the  confidence 
this  berry  has  created  since  its 
introduction  about  fifteen  years  ago 
and  our  advice  would  be  to  plant 
the  Dunlap,  It  won’t  disappoint  you.
